WHEREAS, Governor Mitch Daniels and the Indiana Department of Transportation
(INDOT) has requested the assistance of local elected officials to refine INDOT’s
process of selecting new highway construction proj ects and to identify priority projects;

and

WHEREAS, Indiana transportation planners first suggested an improved highway
between Evansville and Indianapolis during the 1940s; and

WHEREAS, federal transportation legislation passed in the 19905 made the link
between Evansville and Indianapolis a national priority as part of a Canada to Mexico

interstate highway; and

WHEREAS, the State of Indiana, through INDOT, has established that I-69 shall be
constructed along a new direct route from Evansville to Indianapolis; and

WHEREAS, the purpose of the Evansville to Indianapolis section of I-69 is to provide
an improved highway link between Evansville and Indianapolis which will strengthen
the overall transportation network in Southwestern Indiana, support economic
development in Southwestern Indiana, and complete the national I-69 project; and

WHEREAS, the purpose of the Evansville to Henderson, Kentucky, section of I-69 is to
provide sufficient cross-river mobility in the Evansville and Henderson, Kentucky, area,
strengthen the transportation network in the tri-state area of Indiana, Kentucky and

Illinois, and complete the national I-69 project; and

WHEREAS, the United States Federal Highway Administration has issued a record of
decision approving the direct route for I-69 from Evansville to Indianapolis; and

WHEREAS, the undersigned units of local government believe that the construction of
I-69 from Evansville to Indianapolis.is a project that has statewide significance and that
the project will be a catalyst for tremendous economic growth in Southwestern Indiana;

and

WHEREAS, the undersigned units of local government stand ready to assist the State of
Indiana and one another in the planning for the I-69 link from Evansville to

Indianapolis.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Board of County Commissioners of
Vanderburgh, Gibson, Posey and Warrick Counties, the Mayors of Evansville,
Princeton, Mt. Vernon and Boonville, and the Evansville Urban Transportation Study,
the regional MPO, that Governor Mitch Daniels and INDOT make I-69 the highest
priority project for the State of Indiana and proceed in the most efficient manner.
